A lithographic projection apparatus facilitated with at least one voice coil motor 
operatively associated with a projection beam patterning structure and a substrate table, 
the coil motor having a coil in thermal contact with a monolithic cooling jacket made 
from an electrically non-conductive material and a plurality of channels located in a
